for the right to wmrk on a govenim.ent pro­ 
ject.

The AFL has a closed shop contract on 
the con.*!truction of a large pow-der plant near 
St. Louis. 
Using this as a club it is requiring 
$150 mitiatii^n fees from all skilled workers and 
$50 from

Defense Labor Problem 


Defense chieFs would like to blow the roof 
off this .situation, but fear a tie-up of canton­ 
ment construction, which already is weeks be­ 
hind schedule. 
The AFL building unions are 
among the most powerful in the country and 
have a virtual monopoly. 
Meanwhile 
frantic 
pleas to 
the national 
officers of the unions have got nowhere.

Coyne, head of the AFL Building

Meanwhile, aside from the preying on w ork­ 
ers, the initiation fee shakedow'n is slowing up 
construction by keeping men from jobs and 
by causing a trentendous labor turnover.

Another consequence is the “slow^ down” on 
the job.. Reports have come to Washington of 
crude .*;igns being posted reading, “ Work fa.st 
and you’il work yourself out of a job,” and 
“Slow up or we'll slow you up downti-wn.'’ 
The net re.sblt of all this has been two­ 
fold: (1) A complete derangement of coostriic- 
tion schedules with consequent months of delay 
in getting men into training. 
At least fifteen 
cantonments, due for completion by January 1, 
still are under the ham mer 
(2) A tremendous 
increase in building costs, 
in some cases as 
much as 50 percent over estimates. 
Gagged Princess 
The Christmas eve broadcast by Mrs. Anne 
Lindbergh, wife of the flyer, advccatir.g the 
shipment of food to Nazi-occupied Europe, carne 
near being answered by a royal refugee.

its prolongation. 
Cause Outlined 
In a .sort of ‘white paper,” Hit­ 
ler outlined the course of the war, 
Justify ing each step Germany has 
taken, against Norway , into the 
low' countries and, ultimately , the 
aerial 
bombardm.ent of Britain’s 
cities. He declared Britain bomb­ 
ed German cities 
in 
“criminal 
night attacks” for three and a half 
months despite Germ.any 's warn­ 
ings. 
Then, he said, Germany opened 
up and now' the w*ar must go on 
to the desti uction of the respons­ 
ible elements. 
And, in what seemed to some 
observers to be defiance of any 
aid from the United States, he 
asserted that: 
‘Tn 1941, 
the 
German 
army , 
marine 
and 
air force wuli 
be 
strengthened vastly and be better 
amied. 
“Their blows will demolish the 
last phases of the W'ar criminals 
and thus bring about precondi­ 
tions

Deeply -stirred Germans 
w'ere 
getting Hitler's New Year’s greet­ 
ing at the same time as they were 
reading the energetic reactions to 
Roosevelt’s talk. Then, in a few 
hours, came the 
fuehrer’s 
long 
message 
to party 
members 
in 
which he said the German army 
was 
being strengthened 
wdth 
“fanatical industry .’’ 
So the German nation had em­ 
phatic assurance from the highest 
quarter that decisions of wmrld- 
shaking importance may now be 
only a matter of months. 
Victory wdll come, the fuehrer 
i’eclared, because Germany stands 
“armed as never before.” 
“It is the w'ill of the democratic 
war inciters and their Jewish- 
capitalistic wire pullers that the 
war must be continued, he assert­ 
ed. 
In an impassioned new y ear’s 
message 
to 
National 
Socialists, 
(Nazis), 
Hitler 
said 
Germany 
lights for her rights against a 
vast coalition of democracies, cap­ 
italists and Jews who seek to des­ 
troy the reich. 
But he assured Germans that 
Providence, in a y ear of extraor­ 
dinary 
accomplishment, shielded 
Germany from a conspiracy of 
“scorn and hatred.” 
With w'ords even exceeding his 
usual vigor of expression, Hitler 
denied Germany or Italy w’ould 
attempt to conquer the w'orld. On 
the 
contrary , 
“w'orld-conquering 
nations declared w’ar on Germany ' 
the fuehrer said. 
Messa ge In Order Form 
The message to the army w’as 
i:ssued in the form of an order of 
the day , w'hich follows: 
“Soldiers! 
“In the W’ar y ear of 1940 the 
National Socialist armed forces of 
the greater German reich w'on the 
most glorious victories of unparal- 
led greatness. 
“With unequalled audacity the 
enemy was defeated on land, at 
sea, in the air. 
“All tasks which I was compelled 
to demand of y ou were accomp­ 
lished by y our heroic courage and 
y our soldierly ability . 
“You have conquered the fight­ 
ing 
forces 
of 
our 
opponents 
through the power of arms but 
conquered morally territories tak­ 
en possession of by y ou through 
y our proud conduct and exemp­ 
lary discipline. 
“Thus, thanks to y our high sol­ 
dierly qualities. w'C succeeded in a 
few’ 
months 
of 
world 
historic 
struggle in giving success supple- 
mentai iiy to the vain, heroic fight 
of the German armed forces in 
the w'orid war, and definitely in 
eradicating the disgrace of oppres­ 
sion in Compiegne forest.
